Team attempts 
to raise $9,000

It sounds like the scenario for a 
Disney movie — a local Pop Warner 
football team needs to raise $9,000 in 
a little more than three weeks if 
they are going to make it to the 
national playoffs in Florida. 

So the kids — 35 team members 
and 15 cheerleaders — pool their 
resources and sponsor candy sales, 
bake sales, paper drives, can drives, 
and do just about anything they can 
short of selling their kid sisters to 
raise the money. 

That’s what he Outlaws, the 11- to 
14-year-old members of the Upland 
Pop Warner Midget division, have 
been doing since they were chosen in 
mid-September to represent the 
area at the 1980 Football Sports 
Festival in Orlando. 

They figure they’ll need about 
$16,000 to make the trip, and as of 
Sunday had raised nearly $7,000 
through money-making efforts and 
donations from service clubs. 

Glenn Moody, a parent who serves 
as president of the Upland Pop 
Warner Junior League Football 
Association, said he was optimistic 
about the team being able to reach 
the goal. 

“Things look pretty good right 
now,’’ he said. ‘‘Donations are 
coming in pretty well, and the area 
clubs are being very responsive.” 

Moody approached members of 
the Upland City Council during last 
week’s meeting in an appeal for 
funds, and was turned down by a 
sympathetic — but firm — no.

many, many requests (from similar 
sports groups).”’ 

Councilman Frank Hoover 
agreed. ‘‘We can’t ask the taxpayers

Upland cool to Dial-a-Ride cuts

Proposed cutbacks in Upland 
Dial-a-Ride services met with a 
cool reception at a hearing held 
last week by the city’s 
Transportation Committee. 

Only a handful of residents 
appeared to comment on the 
recommendations of a $52,000 
study contracted by Omnitrans and 
the San Bernardino Associated 
Governments (SANBAG) 

The study, conducted by ATE 
Management and Service Co. of 


Ohio, recommended changes in two 
fixed bus routes in the city and cur- 
tailment of Dial-a-Ride services to 
the general public south of Foothill 
Boulevard 

There are now four Dial-a-Ride 
vehicles operating in Upland ona 
demand-response system. The ser- 
vice provides door-to-door transpor- 
tation throughout the city on an on- 
call basis. 

Study recommendations call for 
the service to continue unchanged in 
the area north of Foothill 
Boulevard, but to be restricted to 


the elderly and handicapped in the 
southern sector of the city. 


In addition, the study suggested 
all calls should be scheduled at least 
24 hours in advance. 


“From my vantage point, I don't 
think this serves our citizens,’ said 
City Manager Lee Travers, who 
plans to oppose the change 


“J feel Upland is best served 


through the demand-responsive 
situation. We don’t have high enough 


vantage of a fixed-route (bus) 
system.” 

Hal Bailin, who spoke for Dial-a- 
Ride Executive Director Gene 
Stalians, said the company conduc- 
ting the study estimated that half of 
all Dial-a-Ride users were in direct 
competition with the bus system. 
The service, which is particularly 
helpful to the elderly and han- 
dicapped who have difficulty us- 
ing standard bus services, could be 
cut back according to the report, 
and many of the former users 
redirected to the buses.

Over 590 offices in California 
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Seeking a way out of a 
potential financial crisis 
next year, Foothill Fire 
District directors initiated 
efforts Tuesday night to 
assess residents for fire 
service. 

Officials of the district 
hope to place a measure 
before voters next June 
which, if passed by a two- 
thirds vote, would provide 
money to maintain and 
possibly expand the present 
level of service. 

Without the money, Chief 
Robert Lee said, the 
district could experience a 
budget cut of 50 percent 
next July. 

Hampered with financial 
troubles since passage of 
Proposition 13, the district 
could face more serious 


problems next year should 
state bailout funds dry up. 
Lee said the district 
receives $679,000 in state 
funds channeled through the 
county. 

If those funds vanish , he 
said, the Foothill Fire 
District could lose half its 
current budget. 

“Services would have to 
be reduced drastically,” he 
said. ‘‘Of course I hope that 
doesn’t happen.” 


District officials hope to 
place the matter before 
voters on June 2. Should it 
pass, residents could be 
assessed anywhere from $50 
to $75 per year for fire 
service. 


The money, Lee said, 
would go directly into fire
